The Dead sea, in Palestine, is even 


more horrible in character than Salt 
Lake; ito water is heavier—lying as H 
does in a desert, and the Dead sea has 
been for ages the very synonym tor deso- 
lation and horror. One of the most re- 
markable things about the Dead sea 
is its lowness. Its surface is 1,308 feet 
below the surf ace of the Mediterranean. 
If a channel should be cut to connect 
the Mediterranean with this, great val- 
ley it would be filled with salt water to 
a, height of over 1,300 feet above what 
it is at present. That would have a 
very ameliorating effect on the climate 
of that whole country. 


Lake Geneva, in the Swiss Alps, which 


encircles the Castle of Chillon, has 
water of the most exquisite sapphire 
blue, from the presence of particles of 
glacier mud, distributed through the 
water ia infinitesimal size, and in such 
very small quantity as not in any way 
to detract from its clearness. 


Interlaken, Switzerland, was once a 


single lake which has been gradually- 
cut into two by a stream delta. The 
whole plain on which the towalies is 
delta. Eventually, though very slowly, 
the lakes will be obliterated by the 
growth of this great Interlaken delta. 


Among modern lakes the most mod- 


ern of any size is the one found in 
Japan, due to the earthquake of 1890. 
It waa a narrow valley, with a little 
stream flowing in it. The earthquake 
threw up a transverse breast o* earth 
that made a dam at the lower end of the 
valley; the water backed up a mile in 
width tor several miles in length and a 
new lake v>as formed before our eyes.

Early tra\elers> ill China and Tar- 


tary speak of a "plant of flesh and blood, 
with the shape and appearance of a 
lamb; hauug feet, tail and head dis- 
tinctly formed, and its skin covered 
with soft down." The lamb is said to 
grow upon, a stalk three feet in height 
cud to turn about ami bend to th»herb- 
age that ser\es for its food; andvhenthe 
grass fails it dries up and witheo-sanay 
There is wjnie foundation for this queer 
story in the existence of a singulafflj 
shaped plant recently discovered which 
has a sort of woolly cohering; and iu 
order to heighten the g-eneral effect, tht 
natives trim the plunt and adjust the 
long, light, silky hairs that co\er it in 
buoh a style as to g"ive it the appearance 
Of a wool-clad animal. It is natural tc 
suppose that this plant would witfcei 
\\ hen the grass begins to fail, forevcn ii 
!t did not subsist upon the grass as re- 
ported the same drought that served tc 
kill the grass would naturally destroj 
the plant. 


.The \alue of the plantworld, notonly 


in furnishing the pnlp}- material of 
which paper is manufactured, but also 
in supplying the paper itself outright 
may not be fully appreciated by those 
who have not investigated <tlxe subject 
It is well known that the Egyptian papy 
pus in early days was the main source 
from which anything like our modern 
paper was derived. This was a reed thai 
grew by the brooks, w ith a stem six to 
ten feet in height and about an inch in 
diameter. 
These were peeled and the 


pith was cut into thin slices, with thf 
edges touching one another. After be- 
ing sprinkled with water a heavy pres- 
sure- was applied and they were thus 
united into one piece. It may not be so 
generally known that there now grows 
in Asia a tree, the bark of which is made 
into sheets about a yard square, and 
these are used for the ordinary purposes 
of paper, being very tough and durable 
The soft and durable Chinese rice papei 
tr not the producl of any part of the rice 
plant, but is the pith of a tree, which 
by the aid of a lathe and a sharp instru- 
ment, is cut into very thin and delicate 
rolto.—Chicago News. ...

But the 30,000 or 40,000 who 
can't hear the speech are willing to 
agree with everything tjhat is said, and 
every little while they shout and cheer 
and applaud.—Clifford Howard, in St.

An abstract from some statistics com- 


piled in France on lightning accidents 
shows that during: the past 67 years 
for every one person killed three or 
four are wounded. In the month ol 
March the average deaths amount to 
1 per cent.; in April, 3; in May, 7; in 
June and on, to September, 30, 20, 31 
and 15, respectively in October, 12. 
Most of the cafees occur in, fields and 
roads, but particularly under trees. In 
a period of 30 years 1,700 persons were 
killed under trees who probably wonkl 
not have been injured if they had not 
taken refuse there ; and one out of every 
four has been killed while sheltering 
under branches. In France there have 
been eight deaths per 100.000 inhab- 
itants, and in Great Britain two. — St 
Louis Republic.

COUNTRY SUMMER HOUSES.

Every Important City. 


There is an increasing tendency at the 


present time for city residents to es- 
tablish country homes fur the summer. 
The freedom experienced is by most 
people never forgotten, end there is a 
Qxed desire to enjoy eo.intry life dur- 
ing the summer and early autumn. As 
soon as the children are out of school 
for the summer vacation Hicre is an an- 
nual procession toward the c;reen fields 
and the shady woods, th" hills of pros- 
pect and the streams and lakes of pure 
water. That this feature of our social 
life will be permarent there can be no 
doubt, for the physical advantages of 
three or four months of country life 
each year*cannot well be overestimated,

or two must be kept, therefore one man 
at least, will be required on the place 
Hence, in view of the expense, the sug- 
gestion occurs to many persons that it 
may be met by the profits that accrue 
from commercial fruit growing or the 
raising of poultry, or the conduct of a 
email or medium-sized dairy. Such ex 
pectations or dreams may be pleasan 
as long as they remain as dreams, but 
putting such ideas into practice dissi 
pates ruthlessly the fairy-like visions 
Let no one think to recoup his purse bj 
Buch ventures. In the nature of the 
case they must be failures. The un 
skilled fruit grower or poultryman o 
dairyman, conducting his busines* 
through an agent, though the latte 
may be a practical man, cannot com 
pete with trained workers whose main 
tenance depend on their labor. Th 
rational course for proprietors, of coun 
try residences to take, and the one tha 
will give the greatest amount of enjoy 
ment with the minimum of regrets, i 
to develope the horticultural capaci 
ties of their possessions. In the firs 
place the family have the benefits an 
c-omforts of a fruit and vegetable gar 
clcn, and then the rest of the ground 
(•an be devoted to lawn and trees an 
'lowering shrubs and flowering plant 
of all kihds. To whnt extent the beau 
tifying of the grounds shall be carrie 
will depend upon the taste and mean 
of the proprietor. It may be little o 
much, according to these circumstance 
but it will always be productive of plea 
lire and sntisfaction. The summer conn 
try residences of city dwellers will ye 
form a distract and beautiful feature o 
rural life, and the social interminglin 
of city and country dwellers will be t 
both influential for good.—Vick'sMaga

Queer Fortification* of the Spaniard 


In the Island ot Colin. 


The forte of the Spaniard is fort build- 


ing. Cuba is the scene ot his greatest 
and most \aried endeavor in that a** 
of war. From the hour that the arriv- 
ing steamer passes under the frowning 
front of Morro castle at the mouth of the 
Havana harbor until departure from the 
island oae is never out of sight of some 
kind of a fortification. 
The Spanish 


army has not done much, fighting in 
this war, because, perhaps, it has not 
been possible to bring the insurgents 
to battle, but these little fellows from 
the farms among the Pyrenees have for- 
tified with amazing industry. 


From Pinar del Eio to Santiago de 


Cuba the defenses are conspicuous 
everywhere. Something to turn a bul- 
let is the end in view. With this idea 
the Spaniards have given ingenuity of 
construction full sway. \Yhen the war 
is over not the least of Cr.ba's attrac- 
tions for the visitor will be the forts. 
They number not hundreds, but thou- 
sands. There is a fort of some kind in 
Cuba for every ten insurgents under 
arms. And the building still goes on. 
Not many days ago a party of Havana 
people went out to the suburbs of the 
city to witness the dedication of a new 
•fort, as a similar party might have gone 
from an American city to celebrate the 
formal installation of some new 
in- 


dustry. The new fort was finished in 
a style befitting its proximity to the 
capital of the island. It was given a 
name. The csremonies of the formal 
opening of the fort for business were 
duly reported in the papers. 


The forces of the revolution number 


50,000 by the .claims of the leaders and 
30,000 by the admissions of the Spanish 
government. The supply of ammuni- 
tion is so scanty that the general in- 
struction to the soldiers is: "Not a sin- 
gle cartridge may be wasted." Against 
such an enemy, the Spaniards have 
dotted the island with these thousands 
of forts. 
Much of this fortifying is 


voluntary work. The Spanish soldier 
seems to have an inborn liking for it 
He will fight in the open if he must 
There is no doubt of the Spaniard's 
valor. But having hunted in vain for 
the enemy, and being given the duty- 
defending1 some particular place against 
the hidden foe, the Spanish soldier 
without being told, proceeds to make 
himself as safe from possible harm as 
convenient material will permit. He Is 
»' natural fortifier.—St. Louis Globe 
Democrat.

He spoke of the school life of the 
child and said that be did not believe that 
the athletic training now in vogue in the 
schools was what it should be as those 
who did not need it got the benefit and 
those who needed did not take the exer- 
cises. Dr. Jones said he thought the ath- 
letics in the schools should give field 
prizes and So everything to encourage the 
atbletio work. The speaker said that be 
doubted the wisdom of the twenty-five 
minute recess which Is now given the 
students at the high school. The time he 
thought was too brief to allow the young 
people to properly eat their noon meal. 
Dr. Jones also referred to the study ot 
physiology In the schools. He said it 
should be taken up by the pupils in the

Several decades ago a 
blgher'eduoation consisted simply of the 
study of the classics, Greek, Latin and 
philosophy but everything now Is changed. 
The curriculum 
of tho colleges are not 


fixed but are being constantly changed 
Also in the public schools the course of 
study Is not fixed but is always being 
changed. 
Mr. Gastman said he doubted 


the value of some of the studies which had 
been taken up by the schools bat he felt 
sure that those which have been dropped 
were of no value. The speaker quoted 
Dr. Dewey the great philosopher who said 
that the child should not be forced to 
study anything he did not like. He 
should not be taught to read or write un- 
til he felt a need for It. Mr. Gastman 
said that he didn't know where such the- 
ories would lead to but that the safe thing 
for the teachers and parents to do was to 
get in the band wagon and keep up with 
the times. He said that a business man 
had once told him that If he had bin life 
to live over again and money making waa 
his prime object he would always tell the 
trnth. Another business man said that 
he did not believe a man could be in De- 
cstut and tell tho truth. Mr. Gastman 
said that he doubted this statement. The 
truth In everything was what we were 
alter and as long as one earnestly sought 
after the truth they would b« well edu- 
cated. As an Illustration of the great in-
